Dies After Suffering Thirty 
Years From X-ray Burns 

After nearly thirty years of acute 
suffering due to his sclentific expert- 
ments, Dr. John Francis Hall-Ea- 
wards, one of the first to follow in the 
path of Roentgen, discoverer of X- 
rays,, died in London, aged 68. 

Ile began experiments with X-rays 
immediately after the announcemen 
of their discovery in 1896 and soon 
contracted dermatitis, caused by X- 
ray. burns, which became so serious 
afier six years that it mecessitated 
amputation of his left arm and the 
greater part of his right hand. This 
did not prevent him from experiment- 
ing further. In 1908 he received a 
government pension in recognition of 
his great servicgs to Great Britain by 
the application of X-rays. to medicine 
and surgery. 

Despite his'crippled state, he asked 
and received a commission at the out-

Crate Feeding Poultry 


Remarkable Engineering Feats In Best Method to Foltow For High-Claes 


Trade 
Table poultry intended for high- 
class trade should be properly flesh- 


Fleshing 
not only increases the weight of the 
fowl, it also greatly improves the 
quality. This results in a much bet- 
ter price per pound being secured, It 
is best accomplished by crate feeding 
for from two to four weeks, depend 
ing on the condition of the birds. 
There is a bulletin on the prepar- 
{ng of poultry produce for market dis- 
the Publications Branch, 
Depariment of Agriculture, Ottawa, 


which tells in detall how to make 
crates and how to feed and care for 
the birds while in them. According 


to the bulletin, ntedium-sized birds 
belonging to the general purpose 
brbeeds, give the best results in the 
erates. The birds should be of 
strong constituifon and five 
old or over. 

When the birds are first put in the 
crate they should be fed lightly for 
several days, after that, as much feed 
as they, will take twice a day should 
be given. The use of sour milk In 
crate feeding is indispensible where 
high quality is the object. The milk 
{s mixed with finely ground grain In 
about the proportion of three pounds 
milk to two of grain, and all the 
birds will eat, should be given to them 
twice a day. Any mash left over 
should be remoevd  itimediately.
